RESOLUTION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF LEBANON SEEKING AN EXTENSION OF
THE DEADLINE TO PETITION FOR SUBSTANTIVE CERTIFICATION PURSUANT
TO EXECUTIVE ORDER 114 AND THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING
BETWEEN THE HIGHLANDS COUNCIL AND THE COUNCIL ON AFFORDABLE

HOUSING

WHEREAS, on September 5, 2008, Governor Corzine signed Executive Order 1 14 which
requircs the Council on Affordable Housing (COAH) and the New Jerscy I-Ilgh}ands.Coun_m__l
(Highlands) to enter into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) designed to coordinate the

rcgulations of both agencics by maximizing affordable housing opportunities while preserving
critical environmental rcsources; and

WHERJEAS. COAH and the Highlands bave prepared such an MOU, which was adopted
by COAH on October 29, 2008 and by thc Highlands Council on October 30, 2008, and

WHEREAS, conformance with the Highlands Regional Master Plan (Plan Conformance)
requires revisions to municipal and county master plans and development regulations as
applicable to the development and usc of land to align them with the goals, requirements, and
provisions of the Regional Master Plan; and

WHEREAS, COAH rcgulations establish a Dccember 31, 2008 dcadline for
municipalities currently under the jurisdiction of COAH to subynit third round petitions for
substantive certification of a municipal housing clement and fair share plan; and

WHEREAS, thc MOU establishes a procedure that municipalities under the jurisdiction
of both COAH and thc New Jersey Highlands Water Protection and Planning Act may follow to
seek an extcnsion to the Deccmber 31, 2008 dcadline set by COAH for the submission of third
round petitions for substantive certification of a municipal housing element and fair share plan;
and

WHEREAS, the MOU provides for an cxtension of the December 31, 2008 dcadlinc to
Dccember 8, 2009 for any Highlands municipality under COAH’s jurisdiction that, beforc
Decemnber 31, 2008: 1) submits a duly adopted Notice of Intent to Petition in accordancc with the
Highlands Council’s Plan Conformance Guidclines; and 2) submits a duly adoptcd resolution
notifying COAH of its intent to petition COAJI no later than December 8, 2009; and

WHEREAS, on December 3, 2008, thc Township Committee of the Township of
Lebanon adopted a resolution notifying the Highlands that the Township of Lebanon has set
December 8, 2009, as the target date for submission of a Petition for Plan Conformance.

: NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Township of Lcbanon hcrcby agreces that
its deadlinc for the submission of a Housing Element and Fair Share Plan pursuant to NJ A.C.

BE [T FURTHER RESOLVED that the Township Committec of the Township of
Lebanon directs the Lebanon Township Clerk and Attorney to immediately transmit a signed and
scaled copy of this resolution to COAH; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Township Committee of the Township of
Lebanon hereby directs the Lebanon Township Clerk and Attorncy to immediately transmit a
signed and sealed copy of the Dccember 3, 2008 duly adopted Notice of Intent to Petition n
